Merquis of Lendenderry.—Tho reflections and observations 
@hich suggest themecives to the mind on the recent melancholy 
death of the Marquis of Loxponpenay, are almost wholly of a 
political character, [Ef they run into dissertations upon the po- 
tiey of the Government, instead of being confined to the mea- 
sures and principles of the Minister himself it is hecease the 
poble Marquis, as 2 politieiaa, had ne separate existence from 
thatof the colleececs with whom he eo-operated, He neither 
wontrolied them living, nor will colipse them dead. Hae was, in- 
deed, so far distinguished on some ocsasions, as to beeome the 
recegnieed organ of their errors—the condait thretigh which 
their collective notions of foreign politics, their weaknesses, in- 
consistencies, and vices es a party, were discharged. If it be 
but our dety te reseue the fame of Lord Lowbewperny from the 
impatation which bas been often affixed to it, as if he were the 
sacle author of every mistake, whether of war or peace, com- 
mitted by this Government ia ite tramssetions wiih other Powers, 
it te no lees our right to seine the oppertanity vow presented fr 
ofering brie@y & remark of twe spon the general course sad me- 
rits of that policy in which the deecased Minisier bas for macy 
years borne & certain and acknowledged share. 

The oiset of this Ministry was neither auspicious aor cre- 
ditable. They were, iastantly ow the nocecsion of the soble 
Marqeis to office, declared by the House of Commons to be ia- 
enpable of carrying on the Government. By manceuvring of one 
kiad of other, they practically set aside the vote. The war was 
regiag, aod only one alternative was before thom—naamely, te 
fight or yield. The coustry forbade them to fall prostrate before 
Bvowarante: bat they would have suffered the war to langaish, 
and “changed® an acuteis a chronic malady.” Oct of this 
they were with dificalty driven—they swam with the tide of 
public feeling threughout Barepe—aceepted aed applied the 
ready resourses of the nation —reialorced the British Armies — 
pabsidised the Continental States, already drawn up sgainet 
eommen coomy—aod at leagih, with the whole civiliged world 
for their allies, wroaght out bis destruction, Por this, there 
were optural and jest rejoleiags: but there were likewise party 
evaliations, and assumption of transcendent merit, which however 
nateral, were not strictly just. The sacecasfel termination of the 
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net ef which Lord Lowpoxpeaat was member. With the sole ex- 
eeption of that portion of the coetest which had been committed to 
the Doke of Weitiseron, the campaigns of 1613, 1614, were 
gaided by the skill and epirit of Rassien and German officers. The 
Eoglish Ministers, or rather the monied interest of Bagland, were 
bankers to the Grand Alliance, aed farnished the sinews of the 
war. To that extent they may clam the hesour of beieg auni-

They beoame parts of, and appendages to, « 
t mighty confliet, They were barnesed to the car of Victory, while 
Europe held the reins. Cireumstaaces rated those Micisters, 
whose position was chosen for them, and improved by others. 
bees could not have resisted that waiversal impulse which they 
i had not created, bat which Buenarsatea had provoked; for he 
; was the real eathor of his owa reverses.

If thie jadgment of Lord Lownowpsnar end his brothron 
be thoaght too severe, bring it to the test of history, To prove 
that they owed their prosperity to some extrinsic eanse, it will 
be enough for reasonable men to seo how these Minisiors acted 
when left te thelr own reseerces. The war with Amerion wee 
thelr personal werk : there the honour belonged to them exolu- 
sively; acd where will be fewad a Statesman througheat the 
world to envy or to strip them of thelr laurels? The war ia Be- 
repe ended while that with America went oo. We had flesis 
and armies io lot loose upon the Republicans, and te wee thom 
as instraments of peers. How, thon, to that great end, did we 
employ them’ The treaty was as unwise ns the war was disgrace- 
fal. We fought te be beaten, and we negotiated only te be de- 
eclved, On the campeiga of Canada and New Orleans, the 
Treaty of Gheat was a consistent commentary. 


If the Advoontes—or (should any such remain) the admi- 
rere—of these Ministers want additional evidence of the praise 
to which they are actually entitied, let as pointio that lest and 
mest shining of their exploite—the serriement, se called, of 
Europe, The dificalties whieh they hadie contend with in this 
their crowning effort, bore some analogy to these whieh had of- 
fered themselves to « successful war and to an honourable peace 
*with Amerioa: bet the obstecies in Rarope were less powerful, 
and the consequences of a failure woald be attended with even 
deeper degradation, and with far mors extensive ruia, Baglaod 
stood alone against America; but at the Congress of Vienna she 
had the rights of nations—the affections of mankiad —ihe bonds 
and obligations of faith, gratitede, and henewr—and the physi- 
cal force of Spaia and Poland, of Tally, Norway, aed of the 
smelier states of Germany, at ber back. Here, thes, weeld be 
afforded another proof how the Maglich Ministers could lead ; 
; for in assisting to beet down Buonaranre, they bad bat shown 
} how they could follow, They sacrificed every thing whieh onght 
: to have been preserved, and maintained pertinaciously all that 
; wiedom end principle required them to abandon, Freedom, 
which had been made to the mations of Berope the sworn price 
: ef their blood and toll expended in the overthrow of one roth- 
: lees tyranny, was every where withheld from iis rightful awners s 
{| snd sesond tyreney, more intolerable than the first, beeasse 

more the frait of treachery, was every-where egtablished la 
ite place, liely, loveked to arma by the velco of Beglead 
herself, was betrayed, bound head and feet, sad remitted, 
3 with the open spprokation of Rogland, to her old rece of 
i tyraote, Spain, consthated inte = representative government 
by this Ministry, wes by it resigned te ebscleie power sad 
ip the Jeqaisiticn, Poland was released, oaly to be re-subja- 
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gated: Norway starved and striped inte submission to an eld 
and hated enemy. Holland end Flanders wqercted into a 
Bnion, which both cordially exer: , and the i ante. 
ment of that Power agalost whom it was raised &s a barrier, will 
in « moment dissolve. Thus, on all sides, have netional rights 
ahd feelings, ead that public opinion which constitates the es- 
sence of just government, been made the unpitiod victims of a 
wer underiaken on pretence of restoring and defending them: 
this, loo, io spite, as they would persuade us, of the British Mi- 
nisters, who boast eternally of their influence and aseendency 
over the councils of the Continent. If It was they who won this 
vietory, could they not secure or fairly distribute the spoil? Bet 
it will be said, though uncenerous to the rest of manskied, Lord 
Lowporpeany and his brethren were wise enoagh to atipalate for 
some advantage to Borland, ia return for the sacrifices aathorie- 
ed by Bogland, at the expense of other nations, Ne ene eondi- 
tion, however, was exacted on behalf of Bagiand, Hor finest 
colanies were surrendered to her most inveterate rivals; and the 
very idea of forming commercial troaties rididuled, beaause it 
wes much to he spprehonded that we could not enforce their ex- 
eoution! What, theo, is the position to whieh this Ministry have 
new reduced ast All the great states of Burope have gained by 
those forts of feance and of foree, by which Bogtand alone has 
been cxbausted. The general peace negociated by Lord Lowpon- 
DERRY, by ite utter disregard of the rights and pessions of men, 
has re-invigorated all these principles of discord ia which the war 
of the revolution had its origin, 

What effect may be produced apon the polities of the Misie- 
try, or on their existence as an administration, by the loss which 
they have sustained, ie not of very easy decision.

The affair is now asserted te have been a stratagem on 
their part, forthe purpose of obtaining water and provisions, of 
which they atthe time stood in great weed, The Governor of 
Guayaquil had vo vessels at bis disposal of sufficient strength to 
pauish the violation of the convention, 

By ihe Brasil packet, letters from Rio de Janciro of the 4th’ 
from aaahues of the 96th, aed from Bahia of the Mist of 
Jone have bees received, Those from Rio de Janeiro being 
only one day tater than the sailiog of the Beaven ship of war, 
do not convey any addifions!

Sitting of the Cortes.—Madrid papers to the 24th oltime, 
arrived yesterday. fa the sitting of the Corton of the Uth of 
Jane, and sone subseqerat days, the discussion co the sepert 
of the committee on the pajitical state of the nation was coati- 
sued, The debate turned bhiefly eo measures recommended by 
the commities relative to the clergy. One proposition was, that 
the Curates and Viears shoold be required net te permit aay 
sormen to be preached in their charches #iiboat their liccase acd 
a knowledge of the dovteines if contains, and that 
bo held responsible for aay abuse committed in the discharge of 
their ministry. This preposition wae adepied, with the addi- 
tied of extcading (he seme precaution to the sermons preached 
ia cathedrals, and te these preached in poblic places, Another 
pleposilion was adopted, requiring the Bishops of dieceses, 
where insarrectionnry parties have been raised, to state whether 
apy ecclesiastics had joined them, sed what measures bad been 
edopied against sack ecelesiaatios, All coqvents whichgive shelter 
or aid to the insurgents are to be soppreased. Among the sub- 
jeots under the consideration of the Cortes, is « plan for improving 
the revense. The following article of this plan was on 
the 2iat by 93 votes against 28, vin. “‘ From the let Jaly, 1822, to 
the 30th June, 1823, the importation, manofaciare, and sale of to- 
bacco of every kind chal! be on acagant of the eation, without aay 
corperation or individual being allowed tp eagage in this trade, et- 
cept with respret to cigars eed saul brought (rem the Havennad, 
whioh may be imporied as heretofore, on pay ment of the deities.”

We turn with pleasure from * the swamps and prairies’ of the pre- 
ceding pages, te a partefthe giobe, where, it is to be hoped, a better 
rece from the same parent stock is about tospring ap, than that ef the 
* back weodemen’of North America. The fertile and beaatifal island to 
which we alluded, which is here deseribed, theegh very imperfectly, 
by the ‘Sarveyor General,’ has already so far outrun the most sanguine 
expectations that conld have been entertained on its first settioment, as 
to have nearly doabled its population aad prodace since the date of oar 
fofmer Article on the t.* To the farmérand the email landholder, 
who, from the asaction of hich war rests, the depression of agrienftural 
prodece, improvid stspecalation, or any other cause, may incline to 
emigrate from the land of their fathers,—to the artifcer, and indeed 
to sll who can command « little eqpital and a good steck of labour, 
it will be found « land flowing with milk and heney, Free from 
those pestilential vapours that hover over the thick savannas of the 
American wilds, they will here have nothing te dread from fevers 
end aguer, from venomous reptiles and insects, which amke life 
one endiess torments they will have ne woods te elrar away be- 
fore the ploaghshare can tura ap the ground; and nothing te appre- 
hend from drought at one season of the year, aad lnandation at ’ 
for the rains fallin due season, aad the rivers, however swollen, Reep 
within their banks, That these advantages are doly sppreciated, we 
collect from the aotioe which has been promalgated by the Colonial OF- 
fice, requiring « capital ef eat fess than £500 as an indispensable qna- 
Jifieation for permission to settle either ia this, or ia the parent colony 
of New South Whales, Whether this reatriction be politic or not, itis 
not our province to inqaire ; bat the couciasion to be drawn from Tt is, 
that the government ne longer considers these establishme: te as the mere 
resort offelens, With the removal ef such a stigma, however ideal, the 
reluctance hitherto felt by many, ceases ; aud the neoee has been 
an influx ofa better description of people as settters in both of them. 
This is clearly manifested by the notices which eppearin every Newe- 
paper, of chips clearing ont, partienlarly for Van Diemen’s Land, with 
seoapectable passengers. Infact, there is already established a society 
of individuals iv that leland, whose characters and sitaations io life will 
in some degree, compensate forthe loss ef those conuections which are 
left bebind. 

To the name of Van Diemen’s Land, however, we atrennously object, 
er oneto which it has avery slender tlile, either bn justice or propriety; 
and which therefore we confidently trust will not, perpetnally, be ental. 
edupen it, Though we do net attach quite es mach impertanes te 
pames as Mr. Shandy, we nevertheless think thatthey are not wholly te 
be disregarded, As well might the land of Endraght, the land of Edel, 
De Witt’s Laod and Nayt’s Laod, each of them small portions of New 
South Wales, confer their respective names on that whole, of which 
they form but insignificant points, as that of Van Diemen aserp the 
island of which we are speaking. 

A very fow words will be sufficient to convince our renders that ne 
Injustice would be dove either to the memory ef Tesmen or Vaux Diemen, 
by @ change ia the name of the island, Ta 1g4%, Tasman discovered the 
south-western extremity of thet lind which he considered te be a part 
of what wes then called the Greet Seuth Land, or New Holland.

Note of the Bauk 
of Hengal, of the value of 100 Reapers, eith intent te defraed the 
seid Benk of Beogel;—the second Count was, for wtieving the

The case was briefly this: om or abeat the Bist day of Aaguat 
last, the Prisoner came te the heuse of eve Shaik Tarra, a dealer 
in crain, of whom be took rice te the valee of two Rupees, and ten 
Rupees te cash, nod preseated « Paper purporting to be a Bank 
of Benes!
